'Admiral Dewey said that it the qnes- 

tion was (onfiiied to the Brooklyn 
there (.oiild be no objection. 

Tlie iiuestioii was then asked as to 
what the Brooklyn learned concern- 
ing the shore batterlei as a' result o; 
any bombardments in which shs had 
participated in June. 

Before a reply (ould he given the 
court retired for consultation. At th j 
conclusion of the conference Mr. Ray 
ner changed his Question so as to read 
as follows: 

"What do you know from your own 
observation in reference to the 
strength of the shore batteries and the 
guns. I want the result of your oli- 
servation at Santiago acquired by you 
ait any time without going into any 
general or specific details as to the 
bombardments." 

Replying I-leufmant Doyle aald that 
at the bombardiiu ut which had taken 
place June 6 the Zocopa battery had 
replied at first Tery spiritedly, but that 
"U soon went out of business." After 
the ships withdrew, the enemy had 
again manned their guns and then 
shot at the ships. On the occasion of 
the sc-cond bombardment they did not 
remain so l9ng. "They always took 
a snapshot at ua we left," he said. 

Mr. Raiyner then asked Lieutenant 
Doyle how often he had seen Commo- 
dore S(h!(y under Are during the San- 
tiago campaign. "Every time we were 
under fire," he replied, "during those 
bombardmenta and in tha.t battle of 
July 8." 

"What was his conduct? I refer yon 
to the fir.'it specification of the pre- 
cept, 'liis conduct in coiincclion with 
the events cf the Santiago campaign,' 
and what was his conduct and bearing 
at any time el'.her during the bombard- 
ments or during the bsittle of July 3 
when his ship was under Are?" 

"I did not have an opportunity, as 
the commodore wa.s always near about 
the conning tower, to observe bis con- 
duct during the battle, but Immedi- 
ately previotti and after I did hare an 
opportunity to do so, he always struek 
me as being Just ahout as well po»; 
sessed as It was possible for anybody 
to be under those olreumstaneee.** 
Captain Lemly Objects. 

Mr. Rayner then asked the witness 
w'"'ther on July 2, he had ob 

served smoke coming from Santiago 
harbor over Zocopa hill. Captain 
Lemly objected and Mr. Rayner said 
that hi J purpose was to prove thai it 
was believed at that time that the 
Spaniards were preparing to withdraw 
from the harbor and that Coninioilore 
Schley had communicated the facts to 
the squadron. It was competent, he 
said; to prove the conduct of the com- 
modore under the department's pre- 
cept. 

Captain Lemly and Mr. Hanna con- 
tended that the certain effect of such 
qurttlous would be to open the gates 
for interminable Inquiry and that if 
rnc side should ent«r UPOU ques- 
tions, the other mttM also be alkrwed 
to do so. They did object for the rea- 
son of the time Involved. 

Captain Parker announced his wlll- 
Ingnesi to "open tne door wide." He 
wanted the entire matter inveetlgated 
and would have the searchlight turned 
upon every Individual from the com- 
mander-in-chief to the lowest oiqper

The witness was then requested to 
give a brief account of the part taken 
by the Brooklyn In the battle ot July 
8, which he did r^entiat much tKat 
he had said Wednesday. 

In response to Mr. Hanna's ques 
tlons, Lieutenant Doyle said that up 
qn approaching Santiago on the c\-cn 
ing of May 28, the squaaron bad lain 
to for the night about sevon in lies off 
Santiago, but he thought that the 
Marblehead and Vhcen nid been plac' 
ed on picket duty for the night, MoW' 
ever, he showed no record of this la^^ 
ter fact. Mr. Hanna then cross exam 
Ined the witness regarding his testi- 
mony bearing upon the battle off San- 
tiago, asking first as to the (lir'ctiiin 
In which the Spanish ships were h' ad- 
ed as they came out of the moutii cf 
the harbor. They were coming right 
toward us," the wltnesa replied, "in 
column of vessels almost in line, a 
little on otir starboard l)ow. They 
had not then begun to turn." 

"Were they firing at you?" asked 
Mr. Hanna. "They were certainly 
firing In our direction," waa the re- 
sponse. The witness said that after 
that the firing was on both aidei Of 
bows of the enemy's vesels. 

"How sure? ' asked Mr. Hanna, "do 
you feel of your recollection as to the 
way they were headed at that time? ' 
"That is one of tto.'thfags that most 
firmly' Impressed Itself on mf mindr 
replied the witness. Lieutenant Doyle 
said that he had made his obscrva 
tlons of that liattle through the peep 
hole from the sliding bead, and again 
related how the enemy had been out 
off from his vision by the smoke of 
one of the Brooklyn's big guns. The 
cross-examination upon these inci- 
dents was In progress when the court 
took Its recess for luncheon. 
Afternoon teaelen. 
The afternoon session of the Schley 
court l)egan with inquiries concerning 
the wlKwag signal to the Oregon from 
the HiDoklyn to fire her i;{-incti j^un. 
The witness said he was sure tliat he 
had seen the signgl made, but that ho 
was unable to find an entry of the 
signal in the ship's log. Reading tte 
log he found a notation of several sig- 
nals and th( n a note saying that "oth- 
er Important signals had been made." 

Mr. Hanna inquired whether the 
witness thought the signal to the Ore- 
gon was included in that list Lieu- 
tenant Doyle replied that It might be. 
but he could not say bow 'he log writ- 
er had regarded the matter. Testify- 
ing concerning the events of Juiy 3, 
Lieutenant Doyle stater that at 9 30 
of that date the Brooklyn had been 
6,300 yards from the Morro, 300 yards 
yards farther out than the position as- 
signed. He thought that the Brook- 
^lyn's first shot had been fired four or 
five minutes after she began to move 
into action. 

ilr. Hanna — You have spoken of tae 
appearance of smoke in the harbor 
and of the action taken by the Brook 
lyn with respect therc^to; was any en 
try made in the log of the occurrence'.' 
"I find none. The only thing I find in 
relation to that is the entry about 
several burning blockhouses being 
visible on the high point to the west- 
ward." 

"Do you think that relates to th( 
app<'arance of smoke?" "No; that 
had nothing to do with It, because 
the blockhouses were away oft to the 
westward."*' 

Captain Lemly asked what efforts 
had beon made by the flying squadron 
to discover the whereabouts of the 
Spanish fleet, while the squadron lay 
off Cienfuegos before the arrival of 
Captain McCalla. He replied that 
there had been no effort except in 
making Inquiries of the captain of the 
British vessel Adula.

New York, Oct 8. — After crossing 

both yachts went on a close reach for 
the first mark, fairly tearing through 
the svr.ter and llirowing great foun- 
tains (if spray fi-cm tnidar their bows. 

The ot^cial time ul crossing the 
line was: Shamrock 11:00:18; Co- 
lumbia 11:01:47. 

It was a magnificent and blood- 
stirring ia(i' tu ,hc first mark. The 
pace was terrific, and it was impossi- 
ble to determine when half the first 
leg had been sailed whether or not the 
Shamrock was maintaining the lead 
she gained when they croased the 
line. Both were carr>ing the same 
sails. Every yard of the canvas piled 
above the tiyini; hulls of the racers 
was as hard at a board. The crews 
were lined under the windward, while 
off to leeward the spray from under 
the bows of the yachts waa awept in 
clouds by the increasing winds. 

They lifttd the first turn as theugh 
the stakeboat itself was coming to 
meet them, the Shamrock still hold 
ing her big lead. Shamrock turned 
the first mark unofficial time 11:50:66, 
and going atretched out for time to 
reach the second mark. The Colum- 
bia followed h^r around 1 minute 2'> 
seconds later and based on unotllciul 
figures It seemed that ehe had Kititii ti 
nine sec9nds on the first leg. Both 
swept away on the starboard tack, 
Shamrock leading by about one-third 
of a mile. At any rate she was safe 
within the time allowance and as they 
neared ihe second marie it was evi 
dent that If she waa not gaining sh • 
waa eaaily holding her own. titiii 
acudding in the strong wind, the 
big wblte racers fetched the second 
mark. Shamrock rounding it first and 
with flattening sheets she held toward 
the Jersey shore on the starboard 
tack for about an eighth of a mile 
The Columbia, however, luffed around 
the mark and stood off on the port 
tack. As soon as the Columbia had 
rounded the Shamrock also went on 
the port tack and in this position th^ 
yachts stood nearly due north for 
more than 2U minutes. It was the 
first wind work of the race and ..ue 
result of the contest depended upon 
the respective merits of the two boats 
in the thrash to windward to\.ard the 
finish line. 

At 1:06 both yachts went about on 
the starboard tack and stood for th'^ 
Jersey shore, the Columbia tackiag 
first It was nip and tuck for the 
next 20 minutes or more until about 
1:20, when both boats went about on 
the port tack and it was seen the de- 
fender had eaten up on her rival and 
bad taken the l- ad. She had outpo.nt- 
ed the Shamrock and secured a com 
mending position on the letter's bow. 
All during this tack Captain Barr 
pla^'ed his old game of conilnuany 
pinching Into the wind. The Sham 
rock's failure to point as high was <i 
surprise to the exptrts in View of it\: 
good qualitiee she showed in this re- 
spect on Saturday last 

About half past one a part of th 
excursion fleets started for the liglit 
ship to witness the flnieh. 

lioth yachts h-'ld the port tack 
heading almost north toward th° L(..ij 
Island shore and It looked as If they 
meant to hold it until they are sure 
of fetching the mark on the next tack. 
As they worked up the wind, th- 
glimmering bronze hull of the British 
boat was getting further ^nd further 
to leeward and asU^rn and the Am'v- 
lean had a lead which hardly a fast 
steamboat could have cut down ir the 
short stretch of water winch lay be- 
tween her and the Unish. The excur 
sion fleet at this iur." were strung 
out In a long scattering line to west 
ward of the course and doing their 
best to keep up with the racera. 

At 1:8T p. m. both yachts went 
about on the starboard tack, and 
beaded for the flnlsh, Columbia hav- 
ing a safe lead of about a quarter of 
a mile. The race was over then. 
Nothing could head her. With every 
Inch ot her beautiful sails drawing, 
the spray flying from under her bow, 
the great white American yacht cross- 
ed the line nearly two minutes ahead 
of the boat flying the Shamrock. 

The official corrected time was: 
Shamrock 8 ; 16 : 10, Colum bia 8:11:81.

natln." Senator Beveridge of Indiana, 
who arrived late Wednesday from six 
months' trip, nearly all of which was 
devoted to .Manrlniria, China and the 
Philippines, a nip minle i'oi- tii<- pur- 
pose of acquiring greater familiarity 
with the latest phases of the complex 
Oriental question, made the above 
statement. 

Senator Beveridg.:' had little to say 
conctining .Marquis Ito, who accom- 
panied liiin. ".\lar(Hiis Ito," said he, 
"is the first, man of the Orient He is 
the founder of the constitutional gov 
emment In Japan." 

Further than this. Senator Bever- 
idge declined to engage in conversa- 
tion concerning the Japanese states- 
man's supposed conversat lull with 
him on the long voyage. On the voy- 
age across the Pacific they were con- 
stantly together. Senator Beveridge 
heeltated to speak of the western 
question In an interview, "To speak." 
said he, "with any Intelligence of the 
far eastern question, so vast and Im- 
portant, seems difficult and almost im- 
possible in the discursive methods of 
an interview. It is a question in 
which the American people already 
feel a very keen interest. It is a 
question of paramount importanee to 
us because our markets are involved. 
"To the Orient the great northwest 
must look for greater prosperity. It 
is the Orient which must relieve the 
country of the whole of its surplus. I 
do not presume to dc'ibt that the isth- 
mian canal will be built. This will 
make American trad<' with the . ntire 
Orient in course of time the largest of 
any nation. But whether thia canal is 
built or not, American commerce with 
the Orient must in time take the first 
place because we are nearer the 
Orient than is any othr nation. All 
this is on the assumption that the 
ports of he Orient will be kept open 
to American goods. To keep them 
open and Increiu^ the marketa which 
those ports supply Is the problem in 
the great and vexed and complicated 
eastern question. They will not re- 
main open of their own accord."

Steamer Northern Wave Rescues Part 

of Crews of Foundered Boats. 

Skult Ste. Marie, Mich,, 0(t. .'5,— 
The Northern Wave arrived here with 
part of crews of the steamer Drake 
and the schooner Michigan, which 
foundered off Vermillion Point. When 
about 16 miles off Vermillion Point, 
with a 66 mile gale blowing and In a 
heavy rain and snow storm, the Mich- 
igan, in tow of the Drake, began to 
fill. The .Michigan was abandoned, 
her crew being taken aboard the 
Drake. While the Drake waa rescu- 
ing Michigan's crew the two boats 
came together, the Drake losing her 
smokestack and having her decks and 
cabin stove in. Little headway could 
be made by the Drake and her caliin 
was cut up for fuel. Owing to heavy 
weather and -damages sustained by 
her contact with the Michigan, she 
began to fill, and was flying signals 
of distress when sij liiiil bv the 
Northern Wave. The balance; of the 
crew were later picked up by the 
Crescent C\\y.

Constantinople, Oct. t.— American 
represontativt 8 have secured eviu nee 
proving the complicity of members cf 
the Macedonian committee at Sofia in 
the kidnaping of the American mis- 
sionary, .Miss Helen H. Stone, and 
her comiiauiDU, .Madame Tsilka. and 
the assuianees given by tlie Bulgarian 
government relative to the measures 
to be taken against the abductors 
show that the gravity of the affair is 
appreciated at Sofia. 

The departure of the United Statea 
consul general at Constitlnople, C. M. 
Dickinson, for the Bulgarian capital 
is expected t<j result in increased ac- 
tivity. 

Well Informed people in Constanti- 
nople doubt that the release of Miss 

Stone and her companion will be ef- 
fected by the payment of a ransom. 

The Ottoman governmf nt would have 
difficulty In finding the amount de- 
manded, while the missionaries point 
out that the American board of for- 
eign missions has made a practice of 
refusing to pay ransoms, on the 
ground that it would create a prece- 
dent an<i be fatal to mission ente^ 

prises elsewhere. 

Conferred with President. 

Washington, Oct. S. — PresMent 
Oompers of the .\merican Federation 
of Labor and Ralph M. Eastly. se< rt- 
tary of the National Civic Federation, 
had a conference with President 
Roosevelt. They presents several 
matters for his consideration. One 
of these was the Chinese exclusion 
act, which terminates by limitation 
in March, IIH'2. The labor interests, 
it appears, desire the exclusion act 
renewed, and asked President Roose- 
velt for his aid in this direction. The* 
president was likewise asked to say- 
something in his message recom- 
mending favorable action on the eight 
hour proposition that has been pend- 
ing in congress for several years. On 
both of these questions Mr. Oompers 
was requestfd to submit a brief, giv- 
ing the position of the labor interests 
and all the facts that labor leaders de> 
sire laid b fme the pre sident. 

Fight to a Finish. 

Scrantoii, I'a.. Oct. o. — Th" Seran- 
ton railway strike Is now a fight to a 
finish. After a long' conference with 
the executive committee of the strik* 
ers, General Manager Silllman and 
Vice President Ciark of F'hiladelphia 
announced that the discharged men 
w(.uld not be reinstated under any cir- 
cumstances, nor would any old men 
be re-employed who did not report for 
duty before noon Friday. The strik- 
ers are In session, but thoy ore de- 
termined no^ to give in. The (jflicials 
say they will arrange at once f >r oth- 
er men to take the strikers' plares.

Ph>/»lciam aii'l 
I'eopU of Ki iUuckij . bcariet fever, scarla- 
tina and fcarlet raah are different names 
for mi>' (iml Ihf tame diteate. It ia an in- 
fectious and daDgerous diaeaaa, and the 
mildest case may spread the infection 
and cause the moat malignant cMM. 

Scarlet fever is eaa^tially a diteate of 
chMwod, Aud always reaalta from infec- 
tion from a pre-existing case. Countries 
have been free from it for cvnturiea till 
imported by commerce and trade. Ow- 
ing to its frequency and fatality, it is of 
far more importaaoa to tba paopla of 
Kentucky than smallpox, cholera or yel 
low fever. In view of these facts, the 
great importance of prompt isolation and 
thorough disinfection to prevent the 
spread of the disease are beyond quee 
tion. 

The following mlea bava been pre- 
pared with eara and ibooM ba dlaaemi 

nated and, as occasion roiuires, observed 
by all intereated in the welfare of ohil 
dren: 

1. Wbea a CUM baa sore tbtoat and leTtr, aD<\

Bftcrwanls, until ttie patient has been ttaoroDgh- 
ly l>Ht>u''l au<i clad in Karmeuts which have not 
)>ecn in tbc sU\ room iliirlog the illness. In 
Bivlug the (ll(iiiifi-( tiiiR bath the hairy sialp 
s^iould riH'elve speolal atteution. 

:t. HlacarJ the house, and Itecpall rliildrcn. all 
harinK the care of children, and all goliiK where 
children arc, away from It. It should lie borne 
iu mind that the polMou of scurlcl fiM r ■•urpa.sses 
that of any other eruptivi.' dlsoHso, oxrupi small 
pox, Id its teuacloiM attachment to clothing and 
other objecta, and in its portability to other 
houses or even to distant localities. 

4. Burn all discharges from the mouth and 
nose, and disinfect all other discharges from the 
patient. Barn all refuse from the sick room 
All spoons, caps, glassea. itc., used in the Hick 
room slioald be wasbaA ss|iarale frost other 
diahea, and should ruaaln aoiae Mxaa ia bolUng 
water. 

5. DUlDleot all bed and body elothlng, and 
ererxthlna else used In the aidk room, before rC' 
moving It tberefcom, by immeison tor six honn 
in a aolutioa ot ehlorlda of lime, tour onnoas to 
the lailoa el water. Tbay may then be wmns 
oat and pat late the wash. ■asHmbar.bewever, 
that no dMataotaat la tbo eesapled slok room 
can do away with tba neeasstty for abnadaat 
fresh air and sunlight. 

I'l After complete recovery, or death, caiefally 
and thoroughly disinfect the room and its OOD' 
tents. To do this stop all apertures well, dampen 
the Moor and bedding, and use nascent formal' 
debyde, or burn three pounds of sulphur, damp- 
ened with alcohol, for each 1,000 cubic feet of 
space, IcaviuK iln' room closed for at least twelve 
hoiirh. Aftt Twards tlic room should be thorough 
ly ventilated, and all lcd>;rs, wnodworl: and 
walls washed with sliiuig soup, and rinsed with 
the disinfecting solnllDn. This work slioiild be 
done thoroughly, otherwise it w.ll give only a 
false sense of scc\irlfy. 

7. In case of death the body should be wrspppil 
In a sheet saturated iu disinfecting solution and 
liiiricd as soon as praeticHble. williout public 
fiiiii ml ^.TVlce. Newspapers, in giving initice of 
death, should statu that it wa.s from scarlet 
fever, and that children, and persons having the 
care of children, should not attend. 

The law reunlres thai all cases of contagious 
disease shall be reported to the city or couniy 
Board of Health, by the head of the family or 
pbyficiaSi within twenty-four boun. This law 
Bhonld bo observed in ever/ oaao.
